Tho bill for a Constitution- 
al Convention, which passed tho House 
on Friday of last week, is an attempt to 
make a new Constitution without wait- 
ing to go through the form of law de- 
manded by the present Constitution. 
The bill passed by the Senate to submit 
the question to tho people lint, as to 
whether they desire the General Assem- 
bly to call a Constitutional Convention, 
is strictly in accordance with the law 
laid down by the present Constitution 
of this State, which every member of 
the General Assembly has sworn to sup- 
port. Tho proposition passed by the 
Senate originated with tho General As- 
sembly of 1330. 
It was passed by that 


Assembly by a majority of all the mem- 
bers elected. It was road in all the 
polling places at tho April election, aud 
now it has been passed by the Senate 
of a second General Assembly. Legal- 
ly, this is the only proposition that the 
House of Jieprcsentativcs lima right to 
consider, and if the Senate next week 
stands as firm as they did while in New- 
port, this is the only proposition that 
will receive a favorable consiilcr.ition. 
While we admit that the people are sov- 
ereign and their will is supreme, yet 
that will must be expressed in a man- 
ner prescribed by law. Xo body of men 
has a right to assume to be tlie mouth- 
piece of tho people. Neither have the 
people themselves the right to change 
their fundamental laws except in a rc«, 
ular and prescribed form.

question of a Convention, (and decide 
the question by a majority vote when 
the Constitution requires a three-fifths 
vote) and the election of delegates at 
tho same time. The absurdity, not to 
say knavery, of this proposition must 
bo apparent to everyone at a glance. 
The voter who may be opposed to such 
a Convention is required to vote both 
ways at one and the same time. 
In 


other words, bo will vote "No Conven- 
tion" and at the same time he must 
vote to elect certain persons delegates 
to a Convention. While he believes the 
proposition to be illegal and uncalled 
for, he must proceed to elect men to 
act in this illegal Convention, or else 
alloijj,liis town to go unrepresented, or, 
at best, be represented by men lie may 
deem unfit for tho position, should such 
a Convention be held. The tendency 
will be to cause many men to vote for a 
Convention, who, under other circum- 
stances, would vote the other way 
And this''tho movers of the scheme 
probably foresaw when they passed the 
bill through the House. 


Tho repeal of the District Court bill, 


which will probably pass the House, 
s a measure introduced solely for the 
benefit of tho dominant party. In 
ithtr words, there are now some eigh- 
een positions held by Republican of- 
icials which the other party desire to 
fill by their own men. 
Should the 


)istrict Courts remain as they are now 
>hesc officers will hold their positions 
two years longer. If these Courts are 
abolished, the new Courts that are 
made will be filled by Democratic offi- 
cers. The general verdict is that tho 
District Court system has been n great 
improvement on the old Trial Justice 
courts, and, as the State Auditor's 
books will show,this system has proved 
much more economical to tlie State. 
Tho bill ought not to be repealed.

Durable i» cloVer is for mellowing

Where 
Bt»Kiiant water remains clover roots 
will not penetrate the subsoil, and it is 
almost a pity, for there is scarcely any 
better vegetable pump than a field of 
crowing clover, with several tons of 
leaves and steins constantly exhaling 
moisture. 
If clover can gut a start on 


wet land, its network of roots soou dry 
out the surface and penetrate the sub- 
soil, where they form natural water- 
courses, needing only to connect with 
some drain to make the subsoil always 
dry. 'After a wet piece is uudcrdraincd,

got to grow. Xothinc is more improv- 
ing, to tho efficiency of tho uiidordrain. 
The roofs.of clover open xip undiscov- 
ered traesures of plant food in the sub- 
soil, which before dm nihg no roots of 
any crop could ever reach, lint some 
outlet for the stagnant water in the sub- 
soil must be lirst provided. In short, 
it is the province of the clover plant to 
diminish the amount of .uuderdiaining 
required. The old directions to run 
drains every rod or every two rods in 
•width hre all right, if based on tho sup- 
position that the land is always to ho 
Kept under tbo plow. But if it is to be 
seeded with clover every other year or 
every 
third year, put 
the drains 


through tho wettest places, save the 
enormous expense of buying and laying 
so many tiles, and trust to clover for 
the rest.

Hen-Houae Vermin. 


There are but few things that are 


more troublesome to poultry-raisers 
than chicken-lice,of which there are two 
kinds, the common body louse and tho 
little red mite, the former being always 
found on the head of young chicks, the 
hen having produced them during the 
period of incubation. These cannot be 
avoided or prevented, but are easily 
killed by sifting Persian insect powder 
over the chick or greasing tho head and 
neck with the skimmings of old bacon. 
The red mite is not so easily disposed 
of. They infest every crack and crev- 
ice of the hen-house—even the roosts 
and nest boxes often swarming with 
them. 


The question, then, is how to get rid 


of them, and it is to this point we would 
now more particularly confine ourself. 
Of all the remedies, then, which have 
as yet come to our knowledge, none has 
proved so effectual as carbolic acid. 


How to use it is the next question. 


*T I'herb can be no doub't about its per- 


fect effieaov, for whenever it conies in 
contact with vermin of any kind it is 
certain death to them. It is true it is 
a poison, but only moderately so to the 
human system, although great care 
should be exercised in handling it. The 
acid is sold by all druggists, both in its 
crystallne and liquid form, and when 
in the former or crystaline state it re- 
quires about twenty times its weight of 
water to dissolve it—i. e., it requires 
twenty ounces of water to dissolve an 
ounce of tho crystals. But even then 
it is entirely too strong for ordinary 
use. 


For the purpose at present in view, 


however—the cleaning out vermin from 
hen-houses—tho following directions 
should bo observed: Make a whitewash 


sherry or claret, a stalk of celery, two 
carrots, two shallots, u largo bunch of 
parsley, some sweet herbs of as many 
kinds as are procurable, peppercorns, 
salt and spice in suitable quantity, a 
tablespoonful of clear sauce or catsup, 
two or three lumps oi sugar, tho whites 
of two eggs and a few shells (one white 
may be enough if clear stock and gela- 
tine is used). Whisk it thoroughly un- 
til it boils; let it stand fifteen minutes 
in a warm place, and strain it twice 
slowly. 
Tho quantity of 
gelatine 


varies with the stock, which, if it bo 
made of bones, will be made more or 
less stiff already. 
The bones of fish, 


game, meat (cooked or uncooked) may 
be used together or separately, and 
vegetables to flavor, but no Hour or 
gravies must be put iu tho stoekpot if 
tho jelly is to be clear.

If any of tho fowls 
should bo similarly affected, a weaker 
solution should be made — say to an 
ounce of the acid crystals dissolved in 
a quart of water add four quarts more 
of the latter, and into the same, when 
cool, dip each fowl until the feathers 
arc completely saturated and the solu- 
tion reaches every part of the body, 
when place them where the sun can 
reach them to dry. 


Apropos to the above, we cannot omit 


to state that the best romcdv yet dis- 
covered to keep young chickens clear 
of vermin is to take about four ounces 
of lard, and, after melting it, stir it into 
about a teaspoonful of the acid, and 
when the brood is ready to leave the 
nest grease tho hen with the mixture 
under the wings and around the thighs, 
rubbing a little of . the mixture also on 
the top of the head and under the 
throat of each chick being careful not 
to.let any of it get into their eyes.— 
Baltimore Sun.

:idd salt, pepper, a little grated nutmeg 
and a half pint of broth; boil ten min- 
utes longer, and serve, garnished with 
hard-boiled eggs cut in quarters. It is 
an agreeable clia-igo from spinach.

The 
oven should be only moderately heated, 
as the rhubarb will lose its shape unless 
baked slowly, it should be very cold 
when served, and sweet cream as a 
sauce makes it delicious. 


Value of Lime. 


Last summer a neighbor called my 


attention to a narrow strip across one 
of his OBtflclds which was three or four 
inches taller than the rest, and explain- 
ed that the cause of it was, "it had a 
small coat of lime fifty-two years ago," 
and yet it showed on everv crop to the 
present time. If tho land on which it 
is applied is extremely poor and there 
is no sod, it should always have a little 
manure put on with it to give the lime 
something to work on. It is rather 
slow in Its work. You seldom ever see 
any benefit from its use till you sow iu 
clover! and then break up "the sod.— 
And then there is no crop on which 
it is not beneficial. Low clay ground 
that is naturally wet and cold, unless 
perfectly underdrained, is a poor place 
for lime. It shows much the best, on 
high, dry, eravelly soils. If low wet 
ground is plowed when not in proper 
order on. account of moisture, where 
lime has been used, it seems to destroy 
its effects entirely, tlere is a mistake 
many farmers make. Because a neigh- 
bor who has high land can plow, they 
•will too, even if the water runs after 
them in the furrow. 


The amount to be used depends on 


the former fertility of the ground to 
which it is applied, the amount you 
have on hand, the time you have" to 
spare without making your crop late, 
etc. The idea entertained by our crand- 
fathers that too much would kill the 
ground, is extremely fallacious. We 
have used 100 to 1,JOO bushels per acre 
and never lost a crop on account of put- 
ting on too much. We usually use 300 
to 400 bushels per acre, and then be- 
fore we sow down in clover, give a top 
dressing of manure, which insures a 
good catch. Then let it lie a couple of 
years and put in corn, and wo never 
fail to get a crop. 


Land that has been limed to any ex- 


tent is scarcely ever troubled with 
worm which is no small item some 
times. From past experience I would 
say there is no better fertilizer for an 
orchard than hot lime. It promotes 
the growth of tho trees, is destructive 
to insects, and surely benefits the fruit. 
If subscriber can get the limestone ho 
had better burn it himself, and then 
when he wants to uso il, which is gen- 
erally a busy time of year, ho will not 
have to haul it four miles.—[Cor. Ohio 
Farmer.

To tell good eggs put them in water; 


if tho large end turns up they are not 
fresh. 


A nightly gargle of salt and water 


will strengthen the throat and keep off 
bronchial attacks. 


Lamp wicks should he changed often 


enough to insure having a good light.
